LADIES AND GENTLEMEN 

I am indeed pleased to be afforded this opportunity to convey my heartfelt greetings to all 
our distinguished guests , councillors , senior management , municipal ofHcials and our 
audience in attendance today. 

Allow me to start this august event by thanking our God and Creator for allowing us to 
gather here today. If it was not for His guidance and wisdom throughout , it would have 
been impossible for us to be here. It is on days like these that we humble ourselves before 
God, to praise and thank Him , as everything we have is because of His grace and love for 
us. 

Gathered here today are the men and women whose actions ( or inactions) touch the lives of 
many South Africans. We do this through the policies we make , decisions we take on how 
to spend the budgets we pass every year. We affect lives through the by-Iaws and 
regulations we pass from time to time. We have power, as our actions can change things for 
better or for worse. Through these actions we can protect the poor and by failing to act we 
can cause irreparable harm to the most vulnerable. 

It must be noted that , the culmination of the 2009 / 2010 budget is indeed absolutely 
another significant milestone for the Dikgatlong mnnicipality. In responding to some of the 
key issnes raised during the public participation meetings , it is also important to point out 
that community expectations must be matched with the reality that we operate within a 
finite resource base which expansions require greater co-operation between the 
municipality and community. It can however be confirmed that the bulk of aspirations 
received are accommodated. This budget speech is primarily informed by the priorities that 
our communities have advised us to consider as this Municipality. 



The budget we are delivering today , together with the IDP tabled before this Council are 
tools that will assist us to achieve this mandate. These are the tools that will guide us in 
becoming responsive to the needs of the communities we serve. While they may not satisfy 
everyone now, they are meant to assist us to take the necessary leaps in order to ensure that 
we make maximum impact to the majority of the people of Dikgatlong. 

We have taken a conscious decision to ensure that we continue with effort of ensuring that , 
local government works better for our people by ensuring that there is provision of basic 
services to our people with our limited resources. 

The budget of the municipality is compiled in an era characterized by economic recession. , 
we would like to urge our people not to despair. Effects will be there, but we still believe 
that our collective wisdom within government and business would spare us from the worst 
effects of this downturn. When there is a recession people lose jobs and as a result the 
expenditure of households shrinks , which ultimately would then adversely affect the 
municipal budget. The huge decline in terms of Gross Domestic Product ( GDP ) is factored 
chiefly by the Mining , Manufacturing and Agricultural Sectors. 

The budget of the municipality is informed by the income that we expect to receive from the 
households , businesses and government departments in terms of service cbarges . There 
has been an increasing level in terms of outstanding debts. The high outstanding debt 
amount is mainly attributed to households. The increase in outstanding debt inhibits the 
ability of the municipality to achieve its set objectives. For the 2009 / 2010 flnancial year ,we 
shall continue to be robust , when it comes to collecting revenue that is due to the 
municipality in our endeavor to ensure there is a decline in outstanding debt . 

Honourable members allow me to take this opportunity to reflect in detail in respect of our 
Budget for the flnancial year 2009 / 2010 

The total budget of tbe municipality is anticipated at R 76 147 960 which is comprised of 
revenue and capital expenditure. 

Total Revenue is distinguished in terms of own revenue and grants allocated in terms of the 
Division of Revenue Act ( DORA ) which is published annually . Own revenue is anticipated 
to be R3 1,566,274 and the grants as gazetted contributes a total of R42 081 686 plus a grant 
of R2 500 000 from FBDM . Own revenue is expected to contribute only 41,46 % towards 
total revenue while grants will contribute 58,54 % towards total revenue. 

The expenditure is characterized in terms of operating expenditure and capital expenditure. 
Operating expenditure is anticipated to be R59,404 630 and Capital expenditure is 
anticipated to be R 16,743 330 , 00. 

The overall budget of the municipality has grown with an average of 23,3% compared to 
the previous flnancial year. The biggest contributing factor for the growth is the increase in 
the Division of Revenue Act allocations ( DORA ) Equitable sbare has increased with an 
average of 31,6 % from the current flnancial year (2008/09 ), MIG allocation increased with 
41,2 % from current flnancial year. 

The overall Capital Budget is anticipated to increase with an average of 32,3 %. No projects 
will be funded by own revenue, thus 100 % funding from externai sources. 



TARIFFS 


In order to achieve what we have put for ourselves, we need to ensure that the tariffs are set 
at a level that is going to be affordable to ensure services are delivered efficiently and 
effectively to all communities across the Dikgatlong municipality. 

Rates & Taxes 

The new valuation roll was compiled in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act 
( MPRA ) and the valuation is based on the market value of properties and the land and will 
be implemented from 1 July 2009. Property :Tariff increases with 9%. The total revenue 
that is expected out of property rates is R 3 889 033, 00 . 

Electricity 

The electricity tariff is expected to increase by 35%. The increase is attributed to the 
application that is made by ESCOM to National Energy Regulator of South Africa 
( NERSA ). 

WATER : Water increases with 14% based on previous years budget . 

Sewerage : Tariff increases with 16% 

Refuse & Cleaning : Tariff increases with 10% 

POVERTY ALLEVIATION 

For the financial year 2008 / 09 the municipality managed to register a total of 3 313 
indigents and we have spent an amount of R 2 058 480 , 00 .This shows that many of our 
poor communities are still excluded from benefitting out of the poverty alleviation 
programme of the municipality. We need to urgently attend to this short coming . We are 
expecting the number to drastically increase due to the global economic meltdown and now 
that we are officially in a recession. The municipality is indeed equally prepared to ensure 
that it continues in providing its people with basic services. The anticipated number of 
indigents to be registered for the financial year 2009 /10 is7 500 which will cost the 
municipality R 4 658 850,00 . 

The municipal Council has written off arrears of indigents for an amount of R 5 000 000 for 
the financial year of 2008 / 09 

Special Programmes 

The Dikgatlong municipality has budgeted an amount of R90 000,00 for social relief , 
HIV/AIDS prevention , drug & alcohol abuse , women ,children & youth programmes etc.

PAYMENT OF TRAVEL AND SUBSISTENCE FOR COUNCILLORS AND 
OFFICIALS 

1. REFERENCE 

This Policy should be read in conjunction with any of Council’s approved related 
policies, practices, and standard operating procedures addressing specific issues 
essential for a full understanding of this Policy, and which are not dealt with 
adequately herein. 

2. APPLICATION 

This Policy applies to - 

2.1 All councillors of Dikgatlong Municipality; and 

2.2 All officials of Dikgatlong Municipality; 

who are travelling on official business, seminars, conferences, training, 
workshops, etc. and as such are formal representatives of Dikgatlong 
Municipality. 

3. TRAVELLING EXPENSES 

3.1 In all the cases the most practical and economical mode of transport must 
be used, taking all factors into consideration, as determined by the Mayor or the 
Municipal Manager or their nominees. 

3.2 Where deemed necessary, the hire of vehicles for travel within the 
boundaries of the Republic of South Africa may be authorised by the Municipal 
Manager or his/her nominees. 

3.2.1 Only travellers with a valid South African driver’s licence may hire 
vehicles; where the traveller who is not in possession of such 
licence hires a vehicle, he or she may be held personally liable for 
all damages and may be subject to disciplinary action by Òouncil; 

3.2.2 Type of vehicle 

- For all other travellers as individuals or a group of up to 4 (four) 
persons: Group B (1600cc engine capacity, with air conditioning). 

- A group of 5 (five) or more travellers: Group Z (microbus). 

3.3 The boundaries of Dikgatlong Municipality shall be used to determine 
payment for travel outside such boundaries by means of private transport for 
councillors and officials; The applicable running cost rates per “Annexure to 
Transport Circular No 1 of 1977 (Transport Handbook on Tariffs for the use of 
Motor Transport)’’, as amended on a monthly basis, will be paid to compensate 
the individual. 



3.4 Running cost rate per kilometre will be calculated from the place of 
residence. 

3.5 Where more than one person uses the same private transport, the 
applicable travelling allowance is payable only to the owner or driver of such 
private transport. 

3.6. The first 500 kilometres travelled for official purposes, inside or outside the 
municipal will be for the councillors own account as it is already included in the 
total remuneration package. Kilometres in excess of 500 kilometres will only be 
paid with the submission of an Official Log sheet indicating all the Official 
Travelling. 

3.7. The Section 57 employees receive a Tools for the Trade allowance for 
800 kilometres calculated on tariffs based on the “Transport Handbook on Tariffs 
for the use of Motor Transport)”, as amended on a monthly basis. Kilometres in 
excess of 800 kilometres will only be paid with the submission of an Official Log 
sheet indicating all the Official Travelling. 

3.8. All other Officials will be compensated for actual kilometres travelled. 

4. SUBSISTENCE COSTS 

4.1 Overnight Stays 

When travelling to a destination outside the boundaries of Dikgatlong Municipality 
and circumstances requiring the night to be spent away, the following may be 
claimed: 

4.1.1 Accommodation 

4.1. 1.1 A fixed daily Accommodation allowance of R500.00 per night that 
is slept out, inclusive of breakfast and supper. 

Plus: Day/Meal Allowances as in 4.1.2 

No additional reimbursement will be paid in respect of accommodation and 
meals, as this amount are intended to cover all expenditure incurred; 

OR 

4.1. 1.2 Actual expenditure related to stay in accommodation (Bed & 
Breakfast), but restricted to: - Accommodation for domestic travel equivalent to 
a tariff charged by a three star grading by South African norms. 



4.1.2 Day/Meal Ailowances 

Provided that proof is supplied, the following allowances will be paid: 

4.1.2.1 Day Allowance: R100.00 per day out of Office - Excluding day 
journeys/trips (see 4.2); 

4.1. 2.2 Breakfast: Included with accommodation; 

4.1.2.3 Lunch: None; and 

4.1. 2.4 Dinner: R1 50.00 per night that is slept out; 

4.1.3 Misceilaneous Expenses 

4.1. 3.1 Parking fares; Subjectto proof being provided 

4.1. 3.3 Toll fees: Subject to proof being provided 

4.1. 3.4 Taxi/Bus fares: Subject to proof being provided 

4.2 Day Journeys/Trips 

When travelling to a point outside the boundaries of Dikgatlong Municipality in 
circumstances not requiring the night to be spent away: 

4.2.1 A fixed allowance of R50.00 per day will apply for a trip, outside the 
boundaries of Dikgatlong Municipality, when the kilometres travel is not in access 
of 200 km (return kilometres included); 

4.2.2 All other trips outside the boundaries of Dikgatlong Municipality will be the 
same as in 4. 1.2.1. 


4.3 Advances 

Advances may be paid for official journeys but it must be reconciled immediately 
after returning from a trip. 

4.4 Overseas Journeys 

4.4.1 When travelling in countries other than in South Africa on speciaily 
authorised Council business, the expenses actually incurred for accommodation 
and official transport, plus the special daily allowance as reflected in the current 
Department of Public Service and Administration’s (DPSA) Financial Manual (at 
the higher rate), will be payable. In addition, dry cleaning and laundering 
expenses may be paid on production of proof of such actual expenditure. 

4.4.2 The special daily allowance is to cover all meals, transport for private use 
and other incidental costs, which are incurred but shall not cover; 

4.4.2.1 Transport costs to and from official meetings; and 

4.4.2.2 Official telephone /fax/internet calls. 

4.4.3 No additional claim in respect of such costs will therefore be paid, 

4.4.4 Quotations must be submitted to determine the most suitable carrier. All 
alternatives should be considered. 



4.5 Sponsored Trips 

The same daily allowance will be paid as in 4.1.2. 

4.6 Insurance 

4.6.1 Travellers are to be insured by Council in terms of its current approved 
policies, practices and standard operating procedures 

4.6.2 Insurance on Personal vehicles and belongings are the responsibility of 
the traveller. 

4.7 Increases 

All amounts in this Policy are to be revised annually using the official CPI Rates 
issued by Stats SA (March of every years) as guideline. 

4.8 Original Documentation 

All relevant original documentation (invoices, Hotel/Guesthouse Account & 
recelpts, all other original recelpts as proof of payment) must handed in 
when arriving back at the offices and an application for future traveliing 
arrangements can be refused ifnot handled in this matter.
